Arthur Catt Buried Beneath Four Luckily He Left the Door Open 


Feet of Dirt and His Life 
and the Building Was 


Crushed Out 
I 
Not Wrecked. 


A rthur Catt was killed near Car 
thage yesterday, but not in a gravel 
pit cave-in as was first reported, but 
met death in a most unusual manner. 
¡Together w ith Hoad Supervisor R. 
F . Stanley, he was engaged in repair­ 
ing a culvert on the h ill north of the 
“ A u n t” A bigail Henley farm, and the 
men lad dug a trench across the road 
to the depth of the sewer tile, and had 
just completed the work when the 
earth suddenly caved in, burying Catt 
beneath four 
feet 
of 
dirt. 
Every 
bone in his body was crushed or brok 
en, and when taken out he was dead. 
M r. Stanley, who was m the trench 
w ith him, was caught by the fallen 
d irt and stones, and sustained a brok­ 
en rib and other bruises about the 
body. 
A brother of the unfortunate young 
man, Fred Catt, was standing above 
the trench when the accident occurred 
and saw his brother buried beneath 
the earth, but was powerless to render 
any assistance. 
A id was immediately 
summoned, 
and a number of men livin g in that 
vicin ity assisted in 
exhuming 
the 
body. 
They were 
horrified to find 
that life was extinct when they rescued 
him from the premature grave. 
The accident was caused by the men 
failin g to use supports. 
Arthur Catt was about twenty yeara 
of age, and a young man of exemplary 
habits. 
H is unexpected 
death, and 
the horrible manner in which it came 
to him, has spread a gloom over the 
entire community. 
He was the son of 
M r. and Mrs. Harvey Catt, and a 
brother of Frank Catt, the c iv il engi­ 
neer, who is employed by the I. & C. 
traction line, and w ell known here. 
H is grand l ather, the late Thomas W. 
Henley, was a pioneer of Rip ley tow n­ 
ship, and one of the most prominent 
and influential men of this county. He 
was the father of Judge W illiam J. 
Henley, of Chicago, form erly of this 
city. 
Coroner W. S. Coleman went 
to 
Carthage this morning to view the re­ 
mains. 
Funeral arrangements have 
not been completed. 


That Otto .Hungerford did not meet 
instant death yesterday is most re 
markable, in the gas explosion on the 
G. P. Mauzy farm, north of this city. 
They have a gas w ell and a small 
regulator on the farm ,'and it is the 
duty of|M r. Hungerford to attend to 
this regulator before breakfast each 
morning. 
Yesterday morning he went 
to the place as usual, carrying his 
lantern—for it was 
yet 
dark—and 
when inside hardly a minute an ex­ 
plosion occurred, which rang out on 
the s till morning air. 
Mr. Hunger 
ford was dumbfounded, an 1 thought 
the end had come. 
H is entire body 
was in pain and^he Rays that the feel­ 
ing he experienced was inexplicable. 
A flash of light, 
the explosion, the 
sharp crack followed by the rumbling, 
as if an earthquake, and thenthe pain, 
and he found him self enveloped in 
darkness. 
L ittle wonder he thought 
the end had come. 
A man w ith a 
weaker heart 
than he would have 
died of fright. 
B a t as soon as he realized he was 
s till in the land of the livin g ’ he be­ 
gan to take an inventory of the dam­ 
age done, and found that his face and 
hands were badly burned, likew ise his 
clothing in several places. 
The build/ng was not wrecked, for 
the reason Jh a t the door had—■accident­ 
a lly —been left ajar. 
The explosion 
was caused by carrying the lighted 
lantern into the place, after it had 
been filling w ith gas all night. 
Mr. Hungerford was painfully, but 
not seriously injured by the explosion.

She was 
taken to the police court, where a 
crowd gathered, and the charge was 
read to her. 
A fter hearing the charge and being 
asked as to what she [had to sav she 
said in a clear voice: “ I am g n ilty as 
charged. 
I know I did what 
was 
wrong, but I could not help it. 
I have 
been having some trouble w ith a wom­ 
an and she wrote me that if I did not 
leave here she would come here and 
expose me. and I would have had to 
eft anv way. 
I did not know that I 
was going’.nntil a short time before I 
eft. 
B u t I had to go.” 
Upon being 
asked whether she had not time to re­ 
fund the^money she had|collected from 
her students, she said she supposed she 
had, but gave no explanation as to 
why she did not. 
Upon her plea of guilty upon the 
charge, there was nothing else to do 
but to bind her over to the grand jury. 
The minimum fine in [a case of this 
kind is $2000 w ith imprisonment and 
this takes it beyond, the jurisdiction 
of the police court. 
Her bond was 
fixed at $500, which she was unable to 
give. 
Sheriff W inn took charge of 
her and took her to his residence for 
the night, and nntil she can make ar 
rangements'for giving bond, which, if 
she cannot give, she w ill have to re­ 
main his guest until the February 
term of court. 
She gave St. Louis as her place of 
residence and when asked if flhe had 
any friends to whom she could apply 
for aid, she was silent, as mucli as to 
say that she did not want for them to 
know of the trouble she was in.

When toe word was given out yes- 
terdy that a daring broad daylight 
hold-up had occurred w ithin a stone’s 
throw of both the court house and 
county ja il, excitement ran high. 
Elm er Chance, whose face bore e vi­ 
dence of having “ stopped” a severe 
blow, reported that 
he 
had 
been 
slugged and robbed in the rear of a 
live ry barn east of the court house, 
and the officers set about to maze ar­ 
rests. 
Ho accused Elm er M urphy of 
com m itting the bold robbery, and the 
officers 
Yearned that Charles Wolfe 
was w ith Mnrpby at the time the 
robbery occurred 
Wolfe 
was 
soon 
found and placed in ja il. 
Chance, 
who was in an intoxicated condition, 
was also placed iu ja il. 
M urphy got a tip that h e’was accus­ 
ed of the hold-up, and that the officers 
were after him, and he hurried to the 
feed barn where he a had pony and 
buggv. and he made a quick “ get­ 
away. ” 
Someone tried to throw toe officers 
off, and told them that Murhpy had 
driven east on the Connersville pike, 
but Marshal Price, who had secured a 
fast horse, took south on the M ilroy 
pike, driving in the direction of M u r­ 
phy's home near Richland. He was ac­ 
companied by Deputy Prosecutor Kip- 
linger. 
Murphy had a good half hour's start 
on the officers, but they put on tlie
